Already the receipts for the year ag- 
gregate over 8498,800,000. with the ex- 
penditures barely 8100,000,000 more. 
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Ipts, yet to be accounted 
for. Up to this date the customs re- 
ceipts amount to over 8200, 400,000; from 
internal revenue 8203,.V»o,000 was real- 
ized, and from miscellaneous suurces 
there was received MS, 500,000. 

The total receipts from all sources 
last year amounted to 9«M,Ml,a8*, 
while the expenditures aggregated 
•MS.SM.Ma, leaving a deficit of 838,- 
047,247.
